INFORMATION ABOUT THE PERFORMANCE 
TESTED SALE BULLS 


On August 4, 1959, forty-four Iowa Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn breeders placed 
63 bulls on official performance test for comparing rate of gain, feed efficiency, con- 
formation score and total index at the breed owned Iowa Shorthorn and Polled Short- 
horn Bull Test Station near Ames, Iowa. 


This station was organized, established and financed by the Shorthorn Breeders 
of Iowa. 


Iowa State University personnel gave liberally of their time, technical knowledge 
and technical supervision in setting up one of the most modern tests of its kind yet 
developed. 


Kenneth R. Fulk, Executive Secretary of the American Shorthorn Ass’n. supplied 
the initiative and spirit in this progressive, forward move for the Shorthorn breed. 


The 63 bulls were brought to the Station 30 days prior to the start of the test and 
given a leveling out period on the same feed and with the same care so that all would 
start the official test on an equal basis. The mechanics of the test are explained on 
the following pages in ‘‘Interpreting the Results of the Tests.’’ The test ended Jan. 
19, 1960. All the information from the test is given as a footnote under the pedigree 
of each bull in this catalog. It is sincerely hoped that all will study these comparative 
results of the test carefully. 


In addition to the performance test, these bulls were tested for many things of 
profound interest to all practical cattlemen. 


A complete up-to-date health program was set up for all bulls upon entering the 
Test Station. Before being accepted at the Station, all bulls were TESTED FOR 


TUBERCULOSIS, BRUCELLOSIS, LEPTOSPIROSIS, JOHNES DISEASE, and all 
other diseases. Periodically throughout the test they were given a physical exami- 
nation. Needless to say, the health of bulls throughout has been far above average. 


Prior to the sale all bulls will AGAIN HAVE BEEN TESTED FOR TUBERCU- 


LOSIS, BRUCELLOSIS and FERTILITY. 
Truly, this group of bulls can be bought with the utmost of confidence by all 
progressive cattlemen whether purebred breeders or commercial producers.

INTERPRETING THE RESULTS OF THE TEST 


, The following three factors were considered in this test and were given equal 
value in figuring the index of each bull. 


1. DAILY GAIN ON TEST—The bulls were fed for six 28 day periods or a total 
of 168 days on test, and the average rate of gain per day in pounds computed. 


bo 


FEED PER 100 POUNDS GAIN or feed efficiency—Each bull was individually 
fed, a record of pounds of feed consumed recorded, and feed per 100 pounds 
gain figured. 


8. Conformation—The bulls were scored for conformation at the beginning and 
end of the test by a committee. The final score was given twice the value as 
the beginning score in computing the conformation score. 


18 - 15 Excellent—Bulls suitable for a very top herd of brood cows, 15 score 
would be a near perfect bull, a score almost impossible to attain. 


10 - 12 Very Good—Bulls for most good registered herds, might also be used 
on some top registered herds and top commercial herds. 


7- 9 Good—Bulls for most good commercial herds, might also be used on 
some registered herds. 


4- 6 Fair—Bulls for some commercial herds. 
1- 3 Poor—Undesirable bulls, lacking in soundness, etc. 


INDEX—In order to give the three factors equal value and in order to have the 
average of the bulls tested have an index of 100, the following formula was used: 


Average daily gain—lbs. of feed per 100 lbs. gain + conformation — Index 
to give equal emphasis then, the following figures were used: 


(Ave. daily gain x10.8)—3.2x feed per cwt.) + 2x ave. conf. score) = Index 


The index then, gives the total score of each bull, considering daily gain, feed 
efficiency and conformation, in comparison with the other bulls in this test. 


FOOT NOTES—The foot notes on each bull show the following: 
Conformation score (high 13.6, low 4.6, average 8.5) 
Daily gain on test (high 3.25, low 1.40, average 2.17) 
Feed per 100 Ibs. gain (high 1098, low 621, average 828) 
Index (high 118, low 84, average 100) 
Weight at end of test (high 1645, low 920, average 1275) 
Weight per day of age (high 2.62, low 1.75, average 2.14) 


SUMMARY—tThe purpose of the test was to find factual information, to help 
breeders evaluate bulls. Each individual breeder must decide what is important in 
his herd. The information collected, combined with your judgment, should take most 
of the guess-work out of beef cattle improvement. We feel, and have been advised by 
authorities from all parts of the United States, that this is the most modern test of 
its kind yet developed. 


Because of the long duration of the test and the age of the bulls, one should not 
expect the phenomenal high gains that has been reported for some tests. This test 
should not be compared with other tests—each test is different—this test can be used 
only in comparing these particular bulls. 


The hundreds of visitors at the Iowa Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn Test Station 
have been impressed with the high quality, ruggedness and thrifty condition of the 63 
bulls being tested. I too, have been impressed, and feel that this test station is 
forging the way for the future.

STANDARD GUARANTEE 


OF 
AMERICAN SHORTHORN BREEDERS’ 


ASSOCIATION 


1. Proper care must be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities and 
health of guaranteed animals. 


2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to serve 
when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the herd when under 20 months 
of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder, notice shall be given to the seller 
within six months of date of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months of age, 
if purchased under 14 months of age. 


3. With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all females are 
guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not be served by a heavy 
er old bull. Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe in calf, not proving to be in calf 
must be reported to the seller within three months after date of sale. Females over 
14 months of age sold open, not settling within six months after date of sale, shall 
be promptly reported to the seller. 


4. When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee the seller has the 
option of substituting an animal of equal value to the satisfaction of the purchaser, 
or of having the animal returned for a trial for a period not to exceed six months. 
The expense of freight in such case is to be paid by the seller. If the animal is then 
proved to be a breeder beyond doubt it shall be returned to the purchaser at his ex- 
pense. In case of dispute the return of the full purchase price, without interest, to 
the buyer will be considered full settlement and satisfaction to all claims. No charge 
for feed or maintenance shall be made by either buyer or seller. Salvage shall go to 
the seller. It shall be understood that the same guarantee given for the first animal 
shall likewise apply to any animal later substituted. 


5. All animals are sold to comply with the laws regulating Tuberculosis and 
Bang’s disease of the state. 


§. Certificates of registry and transfer will be furnished with each animal sold. 
A signed pedigree application for unborn calves should be furnished with bred fe- 
males, showing names and record numbers of sire and dam as well as service date. 


7, Shipment will be made as soon as possible after the close of the sale, but at 
purchaser’s risk of loss or injury after animal is bid off. Where cattle are sold at 
private treaty the above terms should apply as well as for sale at auction. 


All animals sold in this Sale will be backed by the above Standard Guarantee. 


As a safeguard to prospective buyers, every animal has successfully passed a 
clean abortion blood test within 30 days prior to the sale, or will have Certificates of 
Bang’s Calfhood Vaccination, and those that are not from Accerdited herds have 
passed a clean Tuberculin test within the same period. Health certificates will be 
provided with each lot sold.

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SHORTHORN BULLS ON PERFORMANCE TEST

Sixty-three Shorthorn and Polled-Shorthorn bulls are currently be- 
ing compared in a performance test at the newly established, breed- 
owned Iowa Shorthorn Bull Testing Station near Ames, Iowa. The bulls 
are on an official 168-day test following a 30-day conditioning period. 
Feed requirements per pound of gain, daily gain, and conformation--at 
the beginning and end of test--are being determined for each bull. 

The bulls will be indexed, giving equal weight to each of the three 
factors; i.e., daily gain, efficiency, and conformation. The index cal- 
culated for each animal is a figure which will describe the animal's 
relative breeding value, taking into account the heritability and eco- 
nomic worth of the traits considered. It helps to eliminate the need 
for guesstimating what an animal might be. All of the information from 
the test will be published in the catalog of sale after the conclusion 
of the trial. 


The objectives of the test are to pinpoint those animals which are 
highly desirable in conformation by breed standards, superior in daily 
gains, efficient in the use of feeds, and to offer these animals for 
sale with the performance record available for inspection. Differences 
as high as 1.5 pounds in daily gain in the feedlot and up to 300 pounds 
feed per 100 pounds of gain are commonly demonstrated in beef cattle of 
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the same conformation and subjected 

to the same conditions. It has been 
repeatedly shown that these differ- 
ences are highly heritable and deserve 
increasing emphasis in selection pro- 
grams along with conformation. During 
a 500-pound gain period a difference 
of 300 pounds in feed per 100 pounds 
of gain would amount to 1500 pounds 

of feed or currently about $26.00 extra 
cost to the feeder. Slower gaining 
calves are generally less efficient, 
and tie up the feeder's labor, build- 
ings and time for much longer than 
fast gainers in reaching market weight 
and condition. An over-all program 
for beef cattle improvement and se- 
lection should include emphasis on 

, (1) conformation and carcass desir- 
ability, (2) reproductive efficiency of the cows, (3) good mothering ability 
of the cows, (4) efficiency of feed use, and (5) rapid rate of daily gain. 
Such a program should be a part of sound management along with good feeding, 
Sanitation and marketing procedures. With these features of livestock im- 
provement in mind, the Shorthorn Bull Testing Station is at its first year 
of operation. 


The bulls were scored tor conformation at the beginning of the test 
(August 4) by Les Mathers, prominent Shorthorn judge and breeder, H.H. 
Kildee, Dean Emeritus of Iowa State University, and Kenneth Fulk, Executive 
Secretary of the American Shorthorn Association. The bulls will be scored 
again at the end of the test (February 17, 1960) by the same committee. Each 
scorer independently grades the bulls and the average of the three scores 
is the score which describes the bull. The sale-score and index-score will 
give double emphasis to off-test score compared to on-test score to take 
into account differences in upgrading due to fattening on test. The scor- 
ing is done, however, with an attempt to discount the effect of fatness. 
The conformation scoring system used by the committee is based on a point 
System with a range from 1 to 15. A score of 13 to 15 applies to an 
EXCELLENT bull, which should approach the ideal in type, conformation and 
reed character. A bull with a score of 15 should be tops in strong com- 
petition, whereas bulls with scores of 13 and 14 should make a good show- 
ing in strong competition. Most of the purebred sires should come from 
this classification, provided they stand high in rate and efficiency of 
gain and index way up on the three traits. 


Scores of 10 to 12 would indicate a VERY GOOD bull, which would rep- 


resent a practical top in commercial cattle and a decent middle and low 
end of purebred herd bulls. These animals stand high in conformation, 


soundness, and breed character, and are highly acceptable, along with good 
growth and efficiency records. ‘ 


GOOD bulls range from scores of 7 to 9 representing conformation, type 
and breed characteristics of good commercial worth. These bulls have 


thickness, strength, soundness, and balance required for a good job on 
commercial cows. Bulls with scores of 4 to 6 designated FAIR bulls might 
be deficient in certain points of conformation or breed characteristics, 
yet might be highly desirable in other traits. Generally speaking, this 
class of bulls would feature the middle and lower end of commercial bulls. 
They might have certain traits which are exceptionally desirable and for 
the man not interested in the specific points of breed character, there 
could be some very desirable bulls in this class. Scores of 1 to 3 in- 
clude POOR bulls which are off either in soundness, or conformation, or 
breed character. This classification would include those animals which 
would be expected to contribute little to a cow herd, from the standpoint 
of conformation. 


Much is to be gained from performance testing. In gearing toward 
selection methods which lessen operating costs in terms of time, labor, 
and feed required per unit of gain, one is striving for greater profits. 
The Shorthorn breeders must strive to keep abreast of any sound systems 
which are designed to contribute to profit, to increase the quality of 
beef, to maintain a sound demand for meat products, and to meet compe- 
tition afforded by other breeds. Production testing is taking hold in 
many of the areas where Iowa bulls are sold. Those breeders are asking 
for production tested bulls and it is not enough that they be tested, 
but they should have tested in a bracket with the good ones. The ex- 
pressed intent of the fowa Shorthorn Bull Testing Station is to find 
out which the good ones are. 


The first bull arrives at the Iowa Test Station. Homer Clausen, President 
of the Iowa Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn Bull Test Association in the 
middle, Dr. Herrick, extension veterinarian, at the left, and Bill Zmolek, 
extension animal husbandman, checking the arrival weight, health papers, 
and preparing to give the bull a complete examination. "Bud" Rassmussen, 
member of the test committee and Loyd Beecher, secretary of the test 
association, behind Homer. This first weighing was for information only, 
the bulls were levelled out on feed several weeks before starting on test.

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IOWA SHORTHORN AND POLLED SHORTHORN BULL TEST ASSOCIATION

In this day and age we are seeing farm and feedlot operations going thru 
quite a change. We hope they are for the good and are sorry for those that 
are being squeezed out. We have operations getting larger, more specialized 
and automatically more efficient. We are realizing we must operate on the 
same principle as big industry. We, in the purebred livestock business 

must first produce, then test or prove our production and then sell it. 


Recent information on performance testing at various colleges is rapidly 
proving its importance to breeders of purebred beef cattle throughout the 
country. Here in Iowa, Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn Breeders have been 
considering such a program for some time. In March of 1959 the breeders 
met from the State of Iowa and agreed that if they were to hold a strong 
position in the beef cattle industry, now was the time to start. So, the 
Iowa Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn Bull Testing Station was organized, 
It is owned and financed by the Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn Breeders 
of the State but supervised by Iowa State University. 


In organizing many questions were brought up, such as: What are we testing 
for?; Will the breeder receive enough information to warrant the expense 
of such a test?; Will the purchaser be willing to pay a premium for good 
and high performance tested bulls?; then, how and when will tested bulls 
be sold at completion of test? 


Lets look at it this way, most everything the farmer and feeder buys today 
is proven and tested before it is offered him. His machinery, seed, feed 
and in some cases his livestock and poultry. 


BULL TEST STATION 


Conformation scoring committee - Ken Fulk, Omaha, Nebraska, Les Mathers, 
Mason City, Illinois, and Herb Kildee, Ames, Iowa. 
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Now, what are we performance testing for? Type and conformation rate and 
efficiency of gain is a starting point. Now, lets take these one at a 

time. We know good Shorthorns are of good type and conformation. Here 

at our test station we had three very competent judges grade the bulls at 
the beginning of the 180 day test. They graded them as: excellent, choice, 
good, and fair. At the completion of the test the same three men will grade 
them again. 


The next step in our program is the rate of gain. At the beginning of our 
180 day test the bulls were weighed in and have been weighed every 28 days 
since, so the final weight at the end of the test will give us an accurate 
official rate of gain, this all being done by the college. 


At this time, our test is over half way completed and there is quite a vari- 
ation in the daily rate of gain. Several very important points are brought 
out here: One, our yearling bulls are gaining right along with the calves 
and another is you just don't pick out the good gainers by sight, only by 
performance testing will we uncover the fast gaining cow families and good 
sires. 


Efficiency is probably the most used word in any business today and that 
brings us into the next part of this program, feed conversion. Here at 

the test station our bulls are divided according to age in lots of 15 to 20. 
They run loose with exception of an hour night and morning, when they are 
tied and fed individually. This way a complete record of every pound of 
feed consumed is kept. Here at the middle of the test we are finding quite 
a variation as to feed conversion, as much as 44 to 1 against 11 to 1. The 
bulls have been fed a very simple, rather cool ration throughout the period, 


this is also under the supervision of the college staff.

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In the cattle feeder's operation this would be the most important part of 
this program. 


It will take considerable time and research to come up with the actual value 
of a high performance testing sires. Only time and research will tell how 
much of a premium the feeder will pay for feeders sired by such a sire. 


The herdsman at the station and the veterinary department at the college 
have kept a very close watch on the health of each individual bull through- 
out the test. At the completion of the test the bulls will have to meet 
all health requirements, including a semen test. This is most valuable 
information. 


In summarizing the above, we have accomplished the following and I don't 
feel we have made too many mistakes. 


We have tested one against another under the same environment, feed and 
management. 


We will have uncovered some top bloodlines on the sires side as well as 
the cow families. We will have retained correct and useful type and con- 
formation. We will have uncovered bulls of good efficiency and gain, and 
will make available to the beef cattle industry such seed stock. 


It has been decided by the Directors of the Iowa Shorthorn and Polled 
Shorthorn Bull Test Association to sell the 63 tested bulls in Des Moines, 
Iowa, on March 1, 1960. This sale to be in connection with the Iowa Royal 
Show and Sale. All information acquired throughout the test will be pub- 
lished and available sale day. 


INTERPRETING THE RESULTS OF THE TEST 


The following three factors were considered in this test and were 
given equal value in figuring the index of each bull. 


1. DAILY GAIN ON TEST - The bulls were fed for six 28 day 
periods or a total of 168 days on test, and the average 
rate of gain per day in pounds computed. 


2. FEED PER 100 POUNDS GAIN or feed efficiency - Each bull was 
individually fed, a record of pounds of feed consumed re- 
corded, and feed per 100 pounds gain figured. 


3. CONFORMATION - The bulls were scored for conformation at 
the beginning and end of the test by a committee. The 
final score was given twice the value as the beginning score 
in computing the conformation score. 


13 - 15 Excellent - Bulls suitable for a very top herd of 
brood cows, 15 score would be a near perfect bull, 
a score almost impossible to attain. 


10 - 12 Very Good - Bulls for most good registered herds, 
might also be used on some top registered herds 
and top commercial herds. 


7 - 9 Good = Bulls for most good commercial herds, 
might also be used on some registered herds. 
4 - 6 Fair - Bulls for some commercial herds. 
1 - 3 Poor - Undesirable bulls, lacking in soundness, etc. 


INDEX: - In order to give the three factors equal value and in order 
to have the average of the bulls tested have an index of 100, the 
following formula was used: 


Average - pounds of feed per + conformation = Index. 
daily gain 100 pounds gain 


to give equal emphasis then, the following figures were used: 
(ave. daily gain xl0.8) - (3.2x feed per cwt.) +(2x ave. conf. score) = Index 
The index then, gives the total score of each bull, considering 
daily gain, feed efficiency and conformation, in comparison with 
the other bulls in this test. 
INFORMATION - The following information was obtained for each bull: 


Conformation score, Daily gain on test, Feed per 100 lbs gain, 
Index, Weight at end of test, Weight per day of age. 
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The purpose of the test was to find factual information, 
to help breeders evaluate bulls. Each individual breeder must 
decide what is important in his herd. The information collect- 
ed, combined with your judgment, should take most of the guess- 
work out of beef cattle improvement. We feel, and have been 
advised by authorities from all parts of the United States, 
that this is the most modern test of its kind yet developed. 


Because of the long duration of the test and the age of the 

bulls, one should not expect the phenomenal high gains that 

has been reported for some tests. This test should not be com- 

pared with other tests - each test is different - this test can 

be used only in comparing these particular bulls. 

The hundreds of visitors at the Iowa Shorthorn and Polled Short- : 
horn Test Station have been impressed with the high quality, 
ruggedness and thrifty condition of the/ 63 bulls being tested. 

I too, have been impressed, and fee 
forging the way for the future.
